A rrndlctiiin'That the Ocea* VT1H Sub- 


uicTs« tUe Northern Continent. 


The map" of tho world, as geographers 


rave outlined it, shows that there ia a 
vast preponderance of land north of the 
equator. Etanboldt estimated that Asia 
stands at an average height of 1,150 feet 
above the level of the ocean; South 
America, 1,130; North America, 750; 
Europe, 070 feet. The average height of 
all the land above the sea level—omit- 
ing Africa and Australia, -which are 
mostly south of tne equator—is about 
030 feet. The landed surface of the 
northern hemisphere is about 44,000,000 
square miles; that of the southern hemi- 
sphere about 14,000,000 to 16,000,000 
square miles, leaving a difference of say 
38,000,000 squats miles of land of an av- 
erage height of 920 feet above the sea 
level.

But as there is the same visible excess 


of water on the southern side that there 
is of land oh the northern, and as the 
depth of the seaa is about the same, it 
Eollows that the weight of the excess of 
submerged land in the northern hemis- 
phere must be added to the 28,000,000 
square miles, doubling the height of it, 
making the landed surface of the north- 
ern at least 1,840 feet above the average 
surface of the southern hemisphere, both 
its continents and ocean depths. What 
is there south of the equator to balance 
this enormous weight? There must be 
something or the earth would not main- 
tain its poise. 


If there was nothing, water level in 


that region would be impossible. Pro- 
fessor Merriman believed that the bal- 
ancing weight migHt be found in that 
8,000,000 square miles of unexplored re- 
gion lying within the antarctic circle. li 
it does exist there in the shape of ice, as 
all scientists believe it does, these im- 
mense mountains of ice must necessarily 
be of an average of over two and a half 
miles to make the southern hemisphere 
equal in weight to the northern. 


But this state of things cannot always 


exist. At present the sun lingers eight 
days longer in the northern than it does in 
the southern hemisphere. This is owing 
to the earth's third motion, that of a slow 
wabbling on its axis. This caused it to 
approach nearest the sun on Dec. 21, 
1248, 
and it will approach equally near 


on July 21 of the year 11748. We of the 
northern hemisphere will then be in the 
midst of a terrible winter, providing the 
whole of the land north of the equator 
has not been submerged; but there is 
good reason for believing that North 
America, Europe and Asia will then all 
be under water. 


This terrible catastrophe will be 


brought about in this way: The south- 
ern hemisphere will then receive 40 per 
cent, more heat and light than it does 
now. 
This will melt the great ice ac- 


cumulations at the south pole. One 
mile of that supposed two and a half, if 
melted, would raise the sea level at the 
north pole about 800 feet, at London 25( 
feet, at New York 200 feet. When all 
of it should melt the waters would stane 
500 feet deep on the top of Lake Superior, 
and wash the base of the Rocky mount- 
ains throughout their entire length.—St. 
Louis Republic. 


Some Old Acorns. 


C. R. Robertson once found a cavity in 


a large burr oak tree in which about a 
pint of pin oak acorns had been stored. 
The excavation in which the acorns were 
found had been made by woodpeckers, 
and was in the most solid part of the 
tree. Mr. Robertson, says that, accord- 
ing to Chambers, there waa 898 years' 
growth of wood over the end of the cav- 
i' y, yet all the acorns were as fresh as 
if only put away by the birds or squir- 
rels the fall before.—St. Louis Republic.

It should, however, 
ia justice to the honest, but mislead mem- 
bers, say that the "machine" which runs 
tha party in Nevada in Republican only in 
name.

attended a State Convention of that parly 
in the last dozen years will admit that the 
delegates not in the ring have had very lit- 
tle to say in naming the candidates. 
The 


slats was made out by the bosses, who put 
on the names of a few decent well-known 
mtizeos to give it the appearance of re- 
spectability.

News of Importance From 


Home and Abroad. 


TIN PLATE. 


"T<n plate no longer famishes a theme 


for Democratic editors and writers, because 
all their prediction!) concerning it have 
turned out to be wrong and not one of 
them has the manliness to come ont in a 
sqnare acknowledgement of the fact." 


The Lyon County Times, from which 


the above is taken, should, for the edinca 
tion of its readers, if nothing more, ba ex- 
plicit and state what the Democrats pre- 
dicted on the tin plate question that has 
not been fulfilled. 
The Times is doubtless 


aware that block tin, like tickle, is on the 
free list, and that the base of tin plate is 
iron, which was protected by a high tariff 
before Major McKinley was heard of in 
Congress. The duty was increased on tin 
plate, that i? on the iron in the plate, as 
the tin is admitted free of duty, for (he 
benefit of Oarnigie and others who have 
become millionaires from the proQls on 
iron, though the men in their employ are 
striking every few months for wages enough 
to supply them with the common neces- 
saries ol life. 
If Democratic editors pre- 


dicted that the increased tariff on tin plate 
would enhance ita price, the Times baa 
only to ask the nearest hardware merchant 
to ascertain that their predictions have 
been fulfilled. 
Before the passage of the 


McKinley bill tin plate was worth laid 
down in Reno $11 50 per box of 112 sheets; 
now it is worth $14 per box, an increase of 
$2 50. Now will the Times, while on 
this subject, name a person or industry in 
the State of Nevada, or on the Puoifle 
Coist, or anywhere else, excepting the iron 
monopolists, that has been benefited by 
thif, advance in price? To use the language 
of Mr. Bltine, it has not made a market 
(or one more bushel of wheat or barrel of 
pork, and has not increased the wages o! 
workiugmen one cent. 


Massacre In Assam. 


Special to the Journal. 


CALCDTTA, March 30.—A dispatch from 


Manipnr, the Province of Assam, says: 
James A Quinton, Chief Commissioner of 
Assam, has been investigating some troubles 
which occurred among the native chiefs, 
with a view to arresting the one who has 
been instrumental in deposing Rsjih. The 
Commissioner occupied the camp, garri- 
soned by a strong force of Goorkhas, the 
native infantry In the British service. 
Suddenly this camp was attacked by a 
number of hostile tribes. 
There waa a 


two-day's battle, during which desperate 
fighting took place. The Goorkbai 'ought 
moat determinedly against heavy odds, and 
according to report 470 of them were killed. 
•Seven British officers whoaooompanied the 
Commissioner, and that officer cannot be 
found. 


News of the massacre was brought to 


Kohimo, oo the Assam frontier by two 
Goorkhas. It originated in a feud between 
Rijah of Manipnr, and a leading tribal 
chief. Rajah was deposed and appealed to 
the Viceroy. 
Mr, Quinton, was sent to 


settle the trouble, and started from head- 
quarters at Shillong, escorted by the Forty- 
second and Forty-fourth Goorkha light in- 
fantry. 
After crossing the frontier Quin- 


ton summoned a durbar at Manlpur for the 
purpose of arresting the rebellious chief. 
Tribesmen, pretending to obey the sum- 
mons, mustered in force, and at midnight, 
on the day before the day on which the 
dqrbur was to be held, suddenly attacked 
the camp of Commissioner Quinton, which 
lay between Kohima and Mauipur. An at- 
tempt to surprise the camp failed, and the 
tribesmen were driven back. 
They re- 


turned, however, and kept up an attack 
and seige, mght and day for 48 hours.

Justice Fuller, 
affirms 
the 


Circuit Court, from which the last appeal 
was taken. 


Duncan's contention was that the penal 


code of Texas had never been lawfully en- 


oted iu accordance with the requirements 


of the State Constitution, and that thf 
code enrolled differed, through errors of 
he enrolling clerks, from the code passed 
by the State Legislature. Had Duncan's 
contention been sustained, >t would have 
resulted in a release of all the prisoners in 
he State, and would have totally upset 
the Slate criminal system. 


The State of Texas, says the opinion, is 


n fall possession of its faculties as a mem- 
ber of the Union, and its legislative, ex- 
ecutive and judicial departments are peace 
fully operating by the orderly and settled 
methods prescribed by the fundamental 
law.

1 The Western and Atlantic train left 


the track last night at Mclvor's, and 
Bichard McClain, fireman, -VTM Mlled." 


That was, the message/almost brutal 


in its brevity, that was flashed over^ the 
wires from Atlanta to Brunswick. He 
was only a fireman, of email conse- 
quence to this matter of fact world, with 
its rush and bustle, and so a three line 
paragraph in the morning papers was 
his obituary. 


But back of this bare notice of Mc- 


Clain'a death is one of the most pathetic 
stories in the history of railroad acci- 
dents in Georgia. The dead man had a 
mother and family who lived in the val- 
ley of the famous Chickamanga, and 
about them centers the pathos of the 
story. But let Engineer Aftamson, who 
stood weeping over the body of his 
friend, tell it: 


"He was a good boy," he said; "one of 


the best hearted men in the world. And 
he loved his family BO! Every night 
when he would run by his home his 
mother would put out a light to let him 
know that all was well, and he would 
answer with a light. Last night she 
may have watched all night, for he 
didn't pass, and no doubt she was 'trou- 
bled with the thought that something 
was wrong." 


And something was wrong. 
While the faithful mother, with her 


lamp of love a-flame, was straining her 
eyes through the darkness of the night to 
catch a gleam of the flashing headlight 
that announced "all's well" with her son, 
that son was stark in death. 


The eyes that had watched for the 


light in the window that told of the 
safety of mother and kindred were glazed 
by death. No more would they strain 
through the dusk of the valley for the 
red ray which conveyed to him a mes- 
sage of love from home. 


Richard was dead by the track 1 
The loving mother, what of her? 
Through the dark watches she waited 


at the window, in her hand the beacon 
that assured Richard of the well-being 
of the jewels of his heart.
